At Dip fust stage reductions 
and limitations will apply to 
tho troops and armaments of 
the Soviet Union and the 
United States. The Soviet Union 
is to reduce Its ground iroops 
In Central. Europe by 20 thous- 
and and the United Stales by 
1J thousand. The specific con- 
jmsitloii of tho ground troops 
end armaments to bo reduced 
will be laid down In a special 
protocol appended to the ag- 
reement, 

Simultaneously with tho So- 
viet and American troops and 
armaments reduction, tho other 
parties to tho agreement ore to 
freeze the numbers ol their 
armed forces — each side on a 
collective basis — for the dura- 
tion of the agreement. 

To facilitate the continuity of 
the first and the second stages 
and the Integrity of the process 
the draft agreement invitee all 
parties to reduce their troops 
and armaments on an approxim- 




ately proportionate basis in the 
course ol the second stage of 
the agreement. 

A mechanism of maintaining 
agreed parity In lhe numbers of 
armed forces In Central Europe 
upon the completion of the two 
reduction stages serves the 
same alms. The draft also 
stipulates that no side should 
have more troops in Central 
Europe than 50 per cent or the 
collective levels of 900 thous- 
and men, established for each 
alliance. 

The draft treaty Incorporates 
measures to ensure the imple- 
mentation of the agreement. 
These include mutual notifies- 
tlon of the Initiation and com- 
pletion of practical steps towards 
reduction; the establishment of 
temporary posts to verify the 
withdrawal of troops and arma- 
monta; the use or national tech- 
nical verification means, and the 
establishment of a relevant con- 
sultation mechanism.

A new variety of fine-flhred 
cotton grown In Soviet Turk- 
menia Is characterized by Its 
resistance to disease and high 
yield. During Lasts tt yielded 
five tonnes of raw cotlon per 
hectare. But ihe most outstand- 
ing feature of the new variety 
ji that It sheds Us leaves when 
Ihe cotton balls mature. This 
does away with ihe need for 
defoliation, which Is sn expen- 
sive process both In money and 
labour and In addition pollutes 


the environment. Most planta- 
tions of tine-fibred cotton In So- 
viet Central Asia are sown 
wilh Turkmen varieties. Turk- 
menia takes first place In the 
Soviet Union in terms ol Its 
gross cotton output amounting 
to hundreds of thousands of 
tonnes a year. 

Colton production in the re- 
public went up considerably 
with the construction of the 
1,100-kilomelre-long Karakum 


Canal. It has yet still to be 
finished. As the canal advances 
towards the Caspian Sea new 
tracts of land In the Karakum 
Desert are brought under de- 
velopment. 

Soil and climatic conditions 
especially favourable for the 
growing of this valuable crop 
are to be found In the subtropic 
Atrek Valley and on a plateau 
near the Caspian Sea, soon be 
irrigated by the canal waters. 


The "Iskra" tanker which sail- 
ed into Novorossllsk's commer- 
cial seaport, hit Ihe pier, but 
did not receive the usual shock.

A new language has hcen ad- 
ded to Ihe world's repertoire.

AN AUTOMATIC

An automatic comprehensive 
warning system for the obser- 
vation of tsunami Is being estab- 
lished along the Pacific coast of 
the USSR.

Yuri Orshansky, the chief en- 
gineer of the Tsunami Centra 
set up on Sakhalin island last 
year, told a TASS correspondent 
that the equipment designed by 
Soviet specialists for the new 
measuring acoustic centre Is 39 
times more accurate than all 
existing instruments. 12-metrB- 
long buoys, practically unslnk- 
able end made out of special 
plastics, will enable the mari- 
time stations to float. The buoy 
I* designed on the vanka- 
vst&nka principle (a dolf with 
weights attached to Us base 
enabling it lo bob upright- 
egaln). 

The automatic system con- 
nected to computers will be 
linked to communications cen- 
tres for warning the coastal 
population of Impending quakes.

We have to Import 95 per 
rent of our raw materials, re- 
plied Mr Yokokawa. which 
means we are not In the posi- 
tion to choose partners and 
reject others. 

Minerals found In the eastern 
regions of the Soviet Union, 
particularly in Siberia, are very 
Important for Japan. These 
sources are vital Tor us both 
from the point oi view of their 
closeness and simply because of 
their usefulness. 

What can ihese "sanctions” 
do to Japan's oronomy? Wo 
have already suffered tbe sad 
experience or sm h "sanctions" 
which were Introduced under 
an Invented pretext In connec- 
tion wllh the cvci»'< In Afghan- 


istan 1 Ills, ieaiillL'1 In a con 
sideiable curtailment ol ihe 
Japan-Sovlei trade. 

Regarding other industrially 
developed countries, theb 
volume o> trade wllh the Sovlel 
Union increased considerably in 
1960 in comparison to the pre- 
ceding veer, despite tho inter- 
national tension and the eco- 
nomic "sancilons" imposed In 
the USSR. Japan ceased trad- 
ing with the USSR contrary lo 
the Soviet Union's desire lo 
continue the mutually hene- 
Hcial lies. Japan's national In- 
terests have been considerably 
damaged as a result. 

I hope now that Japan will 
correctly fudge Ihe prospects 
offered hy the development ol 
such ties. On my part, I intend 
lo employ all my efforts In de- 
veloping and broadening eco- 
nomic and trade relations be- 
tween Japan ,md Hip USSR in 
the inlf rests of iln« two conn- 
trios.
